For the past 
few weeks there has been a sharp cen- 
sorship in the English carmp over both 
telegrams and mail letters, so the public 
here is quite in the dark as to the 
amount and character of the opposition 
which the Sirdar expects. This, however, 
disturbs no one, since it is taken for 
granted that the -dervishes are played 
out as a serious fighting force. Such pub- 
lic interest in the Soudan affair as exists 
is absorbed in the problem of what is 
to happen after Dongola has been occu- 
pied and the Caliph chased out of Om- 
durman, for this is universally assumed 
to be included in the plans of the cam- 
paign. When the expedition was first 
announced, last Spring, these dispatches 
reflected Sir Charles Dilke’s suspicion 
that nothing less than the conquest of 
Darfur and Equatorial Africa was its 
ultimate object. At that time the Minis- 
try indignantly repudiated such an Idea, 
but now we hear of a Congo Sitaie force 
advancing northward to help clear this 
dark and little-known iand, and if it 
happens in the end that the whole Nile 
Valley and the road into Uganda are rid 
of dervish control, and that somehow it 
has all come to be British territory, no 
wise man wiil be surprised. The French 
at least firmly believe that this is what 
is intended. and it is likely. that the 
British or the Belgian advance will find 
French posts near the sources of the 
Nile in unexpected places. This prospect 
must be kept in mind as a possible occa- 
sion of trouble, but no one here regards 
it with apprehension. 

The French occupation of Timbuctoo, 
whatever its material results, has provec 
to be of remarkable service to the stu- 
dents who are grappling with the archae- 
Ological problems of Africa. Félix Du- 
bois is now publishing in L’Mustration as 
@ serial the results cf his explorations 
there. His text is plentifully illustrated 
by photographs, and to judge from the 
first chapters it has been a long time 
since such a strikingly original and vai- 
uable book has appeared. The architect- 
ural and ethnographic remains of early 
Egyptian colonies near Timbuctoo are 
especially noteworthy. 

The recent popular rage for books 
about mountain climbing is said to show, 
from the publisher’s point of view, some 
signs of abatement, but Its effects on 
the public wlll make this a memorable 
year in the Alps. Already the fatalities 
emong the climbers for the season ex- 
ceed the total which used to be consid- 
ered bed for a space of ten years. Until 
last year the Predigstuhl, in the Tyrol, 
had been considered inaccessible.

MINISTER TERRELL TO RESIGN. 


Cause of the Tension Between Him 
and the Administration, 


Fort WorvtH, Texas, Aug. 22.—It is be- 
lMeved here that A. W. Terrell, United 
States Minister to Turkey, either has re- 
signed or soon will place his resignation in 
the hands of the President, and within two 
months will return to this country. This 
information is' said to come direct from 
Mrs, Terrell, who gave it out, it is said, not 
expecting it would be made public. Ac- 
cording to the story, while the resignation 
has not been asked for point blank, Mr. 
Terrell became satisfied it would be accept- 
able, and acted on the knowledge. 

Persons {in Fort Worth who are intimate 
with the family of the Minister--an he has 
a brother living here—are not surprised 
at the reported action. They have known 
that there has been friction between him 
and the State Department for some time. 
This friction. resulted from letters written 
by Minister Terrell to friends or relatives 
in this country, one of which was to his 
brother, J. C. Terrell, of this city. It con- 
tains this statement: 

The policy of the English Government JIs_re- 

sponsibic for the massacres in Armenia. Had it 
not .been for that policy there would have been 
no bloodshed. LGesidesa, the Congress of the 
United States, in the utterances of members on 
the floor, ‘abusing the Porte and the Sultan, 
gives offense here and destroys my influence, 
. Upon the publication of this utterance, 
Secretary Olney asked Minister Terrell to 
visit Washington at the earliest opportu- 
nity. With the invitation went a sugges- 
tion that the Administration was not 
Pleased with the publication of his letters, 
and a warning to be more cautions, lest 
disagreeable results followed. 

Minister Terrell made the visit and ex- 
Plained that the letters complained of were 
written to members of his family, and he 
aid not expect they would find their way 
into print. This explanation failed to sat- 
isfy either Mr. Olney or President Cleve- 
land, and the Minister was so given to un- 
derstand. Mr, Terrell is a man who cannot 
stand much discipline, and at the confer- 
ence he showed it so plainly that the re- 
sult was a rupture that has never been 
healed, and which resulted in his determi- 
nation to tender his resignation. Notwith- 
standing that strong efforts were made by 
Minister Terrell's friends in Texas to keep 
this matter quiet, it leaked out, and«the 
knowledge of the Minister’s imteniion to 
resign is in the possession of more than 
one leading politiclan of Texas, one or two 
of whom revide in this city, 





A HEAVY STORM IN CHICAGO. 


Mach Damage Done to Property by 
Strokes of Lightuing. 


CuyicaGo, Aug. 22.—Shorily after midnight 
last night this city was visited by a heavy 
rainstorm, accompanied by a series of 
electrical storms, which did great dam- 
age to property, especially in the southern 
part of:the city. Blectric cars, telegraph 
and telephone lines in all parts of the city 
were affected. The barns of the Chicago 
City Railway Company at Sixty-first and 
State Streets were struck by lightning at 
3 o’clock and a section of the roof sixty 
feet square dashed through the building to 
the first floor, carrying with ‘t the third 
and second floors and four cars which were 
stored there. It is estimated that the dam- 
age to the City Raiiway Corpany ~-will 
amount to from $15,000 to .$20,.000.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.--Hoke Smith, Sec- 
retary of the Interior, will retire from the 
Cabinet Sept. 1. His resignation was sent 
to the President a few hours after the 
action of the Chicago Convention became 
known to the country. 

Mr, Smith took the ground that, inasmuch 
a3 he would be obliged to support Bryan 
and Sewall, it would relieve both the Presi- 
dent and himself from much embarrass- 
ment if he should sever his connection with 
the Cabinet.

Although: Secretary Smith -has Steadily 
refused to discuss for publication:the fact 
of his resignation, he was obiiged to-day 
to make a ‘statement which removed the 
last doubt that existed regarding; his in- 
tention to retire to private life. Some time 
ago he apponted a commission to tnvesti- 
gate the charge that there were 400 fraud- 
ulent names on the’rolis of the Choctaw 
Indans. She commission reported, and next 
Tuesday was set as the day for hearing 
arguments in the case. The wife of one of 
the counsel became dangerously ii], and ap- 
plication was made to-day for an adjourn. 
roerit. 

Secretary Smith instructed Chief Clerk 
Warmock of the Interior Department ta 
say to the lawyers that unless the case 
could be taken up this week he would. be 
unable to hear it at all. 

The officers of the department hardly re- 
quire this announcement. They had seen 
more significanct signs: For more than a 
week the Secretary has been packing up his 
effecty' preparatory to leaving Washing- 
ton, Ail of nis belongings, which have been 
kept at the Interior Department, are now 
boxed and on their way to Atlanta. His 
house on K Street is nearly dismantied. 
When the hour comes for him ta turn his 
back on the department Mr. Smith will 
be ready to take the train for his Southern 
home. 

While the intimate friends of the Secre- 
tary deciare that he pursued a high-minded 
course in forwarding his resignation to the 
President, he is being criticised fer taking 
a step which is not one whit less incon- 
sistent than would be his retention of office 
while differing with the President and his 
associates regarding the nominations made 
at Chicago. 

His resignation is based on the fact that 
in the recent public controversy In Georgia 
between Mr. Smith. and. Mr. Crisp, both 
declared their intention to support the 
nominees of the convention, no, matter what 
the platform might be. .In a spéech ealiv- 
ered In December, 189, before tha Georgia 
Legislature in reply to Crisp, Mr. Smith, as- 
serted that the nominees of that conven- 
tion must be sustained regardless of the 
character of the pletform. 

This expression, his friends say, attested 
to his fealty to party organization. It 
is now being used as a strong card by those 
who excuse his action. The speeches’ re- 
ferred to were in the interest of sound 
money, Mr. Smith went up and down Geor- 
gia proclaiming that free silver would 
oring disaster to the country.

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A DISASTROUS. FREIGHT WRECK. 


Much Property Ruined, but, Luckily, 
No Lives Were Lost, 


RocHEstTeER, N. Y., Aug. 22.—A most disas- 
trous freight wreck occurred on the Central 
Hudson Railroad one and one-quarter miles 
east of Fairport, ten’ miles from this city, 
about midnight, piling the tracks of that 
road with demolished cars and engines. 
Shortly before midnight a train drawn by 
Engine No. 572, standing on track No. 3 walt- 
ing for another west-bound train to take 
wates, was run into by the Syracuse and 
Rochester local running between Dewitt 
and East Rochester, and drawn by Engine 
No. 571. The head of the train of No. 572 
was rounding 2 sharp curve, but the lights 
in the caboose were in a position to be seen 
for a mile down the track. 

Engineer Woodford of the local train was 
seen at the wreck shortly after the trains 
came together. He stated that he did not 
have any signals thrown out against his 
train, and that he did not see the Hghts on 
the train pulled by Engine No. 572 until 
it was too late to stop his train. He re- 
versed his engine, and stuck to his post. 
Engine No. 571 is a complete wreck, having 
telescoped the caboose and nearly a dozen 
freight cars loaded with valuable freight. 
In the caboose of the standing train were 
several of the crew, and their escape from 
instant death is miraculous. 

The merabers of the crew who were in the 
caboose of the forward train were spiiled 
out into the wreckage, which is scattered 
all over Tracks 1, 2. and 3. The rear brake- 
man, named Mitchell, {s severely injured, 
and, like other members of the crew, badly 
bruised. Iengineer Woodford was severely 
shocked by the coliilsion, but not seriousiy 
injured. The crew of the local train were 
mostly om deck when the crash came, and 
they were thrown from the train with great 
force. The local train consisted of sixty 
cars, The contents of the last ten cars were 
scattered about tn all directions. A carload 
of caskets consigned to Crane & Breed, un- 
dertakers of Cincinnati, were nearly ali de- 
molished. 

The wreck caught fire from the lamps in 

caboose, and several cars were de- 
stroyed before help arrived. The head brake- 
man ran to Fairport and notified the opera- 
tor to telegraph to Dewitt for a wrecking 
crew. The pilot and wooden cross beams of 
the engine of the local was burned away 
when help arrived. The front of the botier 
was crushed.in, the smokestack was torn 
of, the bellhangers bent, the driving rods 
twisted I{ke wire, the cylinder head blown 
out and the machinery was all demolished. 
Railroad men.say the loss will reach $30,000 
it could not be ascertained who was to 
blame for the accident, but the engineer of 
the local will likely be called upon for an 
explanation.

SWINDLERS WHO CUT A DASII, 
They Lived in a Splendid Villa and 
Wore Borrowed Titles, 

Patis Correspondence of The London Telegraph. 
Count Gruloff, an alleged magnate from 
St. Petersburg, but in reality a common- 
place Frenchman named Gérard, has been 
arrested, together with a woman called 
Marie Després, who passed as his wife, 
for heartless swindling. They not only de- 
frauded tradesmen of goods, but obtained 
considerable sums of money from two old 
Flemish dames who believed them to be 
wealthy and influential members of the old 
Muscovite nobility, and who are now in 

Paris almost destitute. 

The adventurers began operations here In 
the beginning of the Summer, when they ar- 
ranged for the purchase of a splendid villa 
at Joinville-le-Pont for £10,000. Profiting by 
the unavoidable delay caused by the vend- 
ors business man, the so-called Count and 
Countess took possession of the villa with- 
out paying a penny, and soon stocked It 
with plate, furniture, and genera! commod- 
ities obtained on credit. Most of the trades- 
men who were applied to were obfuscat- 
ed by the grandeur and the manners cf the 
adventurers, but one upholsterer told them 
plainly that he hed misgivings, as he had 
gone to the references offered and was told 
that the two customers were unknown. 
Hearing this, the pair resolved to decump 
from the villa, and did so as s00N 4s possi- 
ble, having previously gold at short prices a 
good many of the articles sent to them on 
trust. 

The police succeeded in arresting. the 
swindlers in a small fiat in the Rue Saint 
Dominique, near the Champs de Mars. 
With them in their habitation were the two 
old Flemish women, who could not speak 
Frenchand who had to be examined with the 
assistance of an interpreter. They stated 
that they had met the persons, whom they 
rigidly called M. le Comte and Mme. ia 
Comtesse, In \. boro. th outside Brussels. 
In that place the two adventurers created 
a profound impression, as they ‘always 
drove about in a carriage and pair and 
spent a lot o” money. 

One day the pseudo Count sounded the 
old ladies as to their finances, and, finding 
them to be in possession of funds, offered 
to take them to Paris and assist them in 
establishing a business which with a com- 
paratively small outlay would eventuaily 
‘nereasa their capital. All he wanted was, 
the sum of £1,200, which at the end of the 
year would, blossom into £4,000. Dazziled 
by the prespect of golden prosperity, his 
victims drew 30,000f, from their bank and 
handed the money over to Count Gruloff, 
aiiag Louis Gérard. 

All then started for Paris, the ‘‘ Count” 

urchasing first-class tickets and laying 
n a *tock of cold chicken, ham, and Bor- 
deaux for the six hours’ journey. He 
showed the two ladies the sights of Paris 
at their ov» expense, and then took them 
on a tour tnrough France, which they had 
to y for. ‘le and the sham Countess 
said their pr, 28 on their knees in the 
grotto at Lourues with their pious victims, 
and, after some jars of consecrated water 
had been obtained at the Virgin’s shrine, 
the return journey to 2aris was effected. 
The old women were accommodated in the 
little flat near the Champs ¢e Mars while 
their friends were getting the chateau 
ready at Joinville-le-Pont. i 

The precious couple are now ‘lodged in 
less comfortabie places, and thelr unfortu- 
nate dupes, who are nearly octogena r 
will be sent back to Brussels, where they 
have friends who may help them in their 
misfortune. :

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‘A HOMELESS MAN'S LIFE ENDED 1N 
A FIFTH AVENUE ARBA. 


He Was About Sixty Years Old, and 
‘Had Been in the Habit of Sleeping 
in the Place on Ratuy Nigh ts—The 
Policeman on the Post and the 
Janitor of the House Took Pity 
upon Him—He Would Never Give 
His Name—Cese of Alcoholisni, 


A life went out like a candle yesterday 
morning under the sidewalk of Fifth Ave- 
nue, just below Thirty-firth Street, and one 
of the minor tragedies of life in a great 
city came to its end. 

Patroiman George T. Leeson found a 
homeless old man sleeping In the basement 
entrance to the apartment house at 3665 


Fifth Avenue, the night of the big rain 
two weeks ago, ' 
“I found him there,”’ said Policeman Lee- 
son yesterday, ‘‘about 4 o’clock in the 
morning, sleeping on a pile of papers and 
with his overcoat over his head. I stirred 
him up a little and said: ‘What are you 

doing here, old man?’ 

‘“‘He replied: ‘I’m keeping under cover 
here to get out of the rain.’ 

‘* And I said: ‘ Stay there, <ld man.’ 

“JT couldn’t turn the old man out in that 
rain, you know. I've seen him there two 
or three nights since. He was there only 
when it rained. You see, it is a basement, 
and {t gave him a nice shelter from the 
rain." 

The fillght of sione steps that lead down 
into the basement turn abruptly to the | 
right and terminate under the sidewalk, At 
the end of the flight was a space about 
four feet by two feet, with a ‘atone floor. 
Here the old man was accustomed to make 
his bed, using the lowermost of the stone 
steps for a pillow and covering himself as 
well as he could with his overcoat, which, 
unlike most of his ¢lass, he retained in 
spite of his destitution. ; 

** Whenever he slept here,” said Policeman 
Leeson, “‘ he made his bed down there with 
paper, and when I awoke him in the morn- 
ing he would carefully gather up the papers 
and carry every bit of theri off. with him. 
He was very careful about that. The jani- 
tor let him sleep there, but cidn’t want the 
papers left behind in the morning. 

* He was so old and feeble that I let him 
sleep there and never turned him out untfl 
daylight. I would not have let him stay 
there if he had been a young man, but I 
ceuldn’t drive him out. He never came 
there to sleep unless {it was raining. I 
think on clear nights he alept outdoors 
somewhere. 

*‘ Well, this morning I came along about 4 
e’clock and he wasn’t there. y I 
looked down again, some time h 
o'clock, he was ‘there. As it was about 
daylight I called to him, but he did not get 
vp, a3 he usually did when I called. His 
head turned over to one side and he opened 
one eye. I saw that something was wrong. 
So I felt of his chest and his heart and saw 
that he was breathing slowly and that his 
heart was faint. I ran across the street 
to the Manhattan Club and telephoned for 
an ambulance. When the ambulance ar- 
rived the surgeon said the man was dead. 
We took the body to the West Thirtieth 
Street Police Station and then sent it to 
the Morgue. 

“He was nice, quiet old fellow. He 
never had anything to say about himself, 
and was polite whenever uny one spoke to 
him. I once asked him what, his name 
was, but he would not tell me. He said 
it did not rnake any difference what his 
name was. You see, men iike that cannot 
bear to talk about what they have been 
or about their friends. It just breaks their 
hearts to be rerminded of their better Gays.” 

The janitor of the apartment house said: 
“When I asked him once where he lived, 
he said:. ‘I live up in Harlem, but it’s too 
far to get there in the rain.’ 

“Of course, he didn’t live anywhere, the 
poor old fellow. 1 used to give him some 
bread in the morning when I found him 
here."’ 

The dead man was about sixty years old. 
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F NEWS oF THE RAILROADS. — 


Rate War at Baltimore Gives South- 
ern Shippers Cheap Fates. 


BaA.tTivorn, Aug. 22.—The rate war be- 
tween the Bay Line and the York River 
Line broke out afresh. to-day; when the 
latter announced that it would meet the 
cut in passenger rates put into effect by‘ 
the Bay Line July 17, and would go under 
the latter’: cut In freight rates on Nor- 
folk business. The Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation Company has also taken & 
hand in the fight, and announces tiat, be- 
ginning next Monday, it will meet the cut 
of the York River Line. 

The action of the York River Line is in 
retaliation for the reduction by the Old 
Bay Line in passenger rates via its James 
River route from Baltimore to Richmond 
from $2.60 to $1. and the freight rates from 
25 cents to 10 cents per 100 pounds on first- 
class shipments, with a similar reduction 
On all other classes and commodities. The 
action of the York River Line would seem 
to indicate that hope of compromising the 
differences has been abandoned, and that 
now it must be a fight to the finish. 

The railroad companies which are back 
of the two steamship companies in their 
fight ere temporarily hand-tied. United 
States Judge Simonton, before whom the 
Seaboard Air Line vs. the Southern Rail- 
way case was recenily argued, has not yet 
disposed of the injunction suit, and the 
rate slashing will, therefore, be confined to 
the points reached by the boats. 

Beginning Monday morning the York Riv- 
er Line and the Merchants and Miners’ 
Transportation Company will put into ef- 
fect a passenger rate between Baltimore 
and Newport News and Norfolk of $1, and 
$1.50 for the round trio. Freight rates will 
be reduced to 5 cents per 100 pounds on 
the first three classes and 3 cents per 100 

ourds on the remaining classes. The Bay 
zine, it !s expected, will promptly meet 
these reductions, and possibly cut under 
them, having been the aggressors through- 
out the fght. 


The Transcontinental Rate War. 
The rate war between the transcontinen- 
tal railways, North and South, ls humming 
The Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and its connections, the Union Pacific 
line excepted, are joined in. a movement 
which is cutting into the business of the 
Northern lines. In this movement the 
Southern lines have the assistance of the 
San Francisco shippers in the tea trade, 
who are trying to make San Frauciseo the 
central point of distribution for tea. New- 
York for years past has held this position. 
Freight rates on tea are now only a little 
more than one-half of what they were a 
month ago. Rates that are now $1 for 100 
pounds were then $1.50, and the prevail- 
ing less than car load rates, which are 
now at $1.50 per 100 pounds, were formerly 
$3 per 100 pounds. The lines that have 
joined in the low tea rates are the South 
Pacific, Rio Grande and Western, Denver 
and Rio Grande, Colorado Midland, Bur- 
lington and Missouri River, Chicago, Rock 
Island ard Pacific, Missouri Pacific, South- 
ern Pacific Coast, Atlantic system via New- 
Orleans, the Atlantic and Pacifle, and the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé. In cor- 
nection with the several lines mentioned, 
the Southern Pacific has issued a special 
rate on tea from all points in the territory 
extending from Colorado to Chicago, and 
points common therewith, and from Wis- 
consin to New-Orleans, , 

No Redaction in Hay Rates. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 22,—In the matter for an 
application for reduction of the rates on 
hay, the Iowa State Rallroad Commission 
handed down its decision yesterday.

AN ENGLISH PRODUCT, 


ef our agitators should 
Lord RvusseLu 


Suppose some 

take the trouble to study 
as a possible and actual, if not a repre- 
sentative, English product. We hear a 
good deal of talk these days of the dan- 
ger to this country of following the lead 
of England, of being under “English dom- 
fnation,” and of having the springs of 
our National life defiled by English in- 
filtration, 
. Here is an English jurist and states- 
man (for he is the latter by the way in 
which he conceives the duties of the 
former) holding practically the highest 
place on the English bench by that “life 
tenure" which we are asked to despise, 
enjoying e salary of $40,000 a year, bear- 
ing the title of Baron, and in every way 
surrounded by ali the dignity of official 
rank. And be has worked his way to 
this from a station as modest, as un- 
favored, and as unpronusing as that, for 
instance, to which Mr. Brran himaeit 
was born. What he has gained he haa 
gained by brains and character, toil and 
courage.

THE DISPOSAL OF CITY REFUSE. 

There is promise of a civilized system 

£ disposing of the household refuse of 
the city, and there ought to be a general 
co-operation of citizens and authorities to 
give it success, The barbarous plan of 
dumping a foul mixture of ashes, gar- 
bage, and street sweepings into the very 
gateway of the harbor should be aban- 
doned as speedily as possible. It requires 
constant vigilance to prevent it from clog- 
ging the ship channels, and no vigilance 
seems to be suificient to put a stop to the 
nuisance of the drifting of the Ughter and 
fouler material to the beaches. 

The Street Cleaning Department has 
been engaged upon this problem for a 
year and more, and one result is an ad- 
ventageous contract ‘or disposing of the 
most troublesome element of city refuse, 
that known as garbage, The works for 
the cremation of this stuff by a contractor 
on Barren Island are not yet completed, 
but by the first of next month the depart- 
ment expects to be able to send this rna- 
terial there. For the success of the plan 
it is, of course, absolutely to 
enforce rigorously the requirement that 
the material shall be kept separate from 
ashes and from other dry re "This 
requirement has the force of law, 
enforcement is under the jurisdiction 
the Board of Health and the Police De- 
partment.

CAN PRIMARIES BE 

The and disorders 
the Republican primaries and Assembl; 
District Conventions in this city and the 
charges of fraud and irregularity in local 
management which have been rife in the 
organization for the last year indicate 
that the present law for the regulation 
of such party proceedings is quite inef- 
fectual. 

Party organizations have thus far had 
the character of voluntary private asso- 
clations, subject to their own rules as to 
membership and voting rights and to 
their own regulation as to modes of pro- 
ceeding. This ils practically recognized in 
the present law, and such evils as fraud- 
ulent enrollment are not touched by it, 
and to all intents and purposes the con- 
duct of meetings ig without legal 
straint. Even such requirements as are 
laid down are ignored with impunity, as 
nobody tries to have penalties enforced. 

The presumption of the law has been 
that the members of one party were 
agreed and could be trusted to manage 
their own organization affairs with ut 
cheating each other or depriving cach 
other of rights, but where factl us ex- 
ist this presumption does not hold 
good. Men of the same patty, at least 
those who take an active part in polit- 
ical management, ara not willing to trust 
to an open and Pr unest expression of the 
choice of the majority of the party mem- 
bership in choosing officers and delegates 
ia its organization or In making nomina- 
tions for public office. In their conten- 
tigns for control they deprive some of the 
right to take part at ail, pack primaries 
with persons not entitled to take part, 
and resort to trick and device and even 
to violence and disorder to seeure an ad- 
vantage. 

All this in disgraceful to American poll- 
ties and to American eitizenship, and 
raises the question whether it is not pos- 
sible to-devise some rystem of so regu- 
lating primary political action by law

The fishermen and theif families whose | 


homes are on the coast of Labrador are 
suffering again for want of the neces 
saries of life. Their misery has been d-° 
scribed during the last two weeks in Jis 
patches which excite the pity and ey n- 
pathy of the philanthropic. They ‘re 
starving, it is reported by trustworthy 
servers, They have scarcely any cloth- 
ing and are trying to sustain life by eat- 
ing seaweed. But such has been their 
condition throughout a considerable part 
of every year for a long time past. ‘Ihe 
recent dispatches are virtually a repeti- 
tion of the reports of last year and the 
year before. Undoubtedly these unfort- 
unate people suffer severely, but we sup, 
pose they do not actually die of starva- 
The number of them was originally 
small, but a majority of the residents sur- 
vive from year to year the privations 
which cause so much misery. 

We cannor understand why these fish- 
ermen and thetr families remain on that 
bleak and inhospitable coast to be threat- 
ened with starvation annually. There are 
very few places on the earth's 
which are less attractive as homes 
human beings the year round. We under- 
stand that these fishermen are intelligeat 
and industrious. ‘Phe fact that they do 
live from ‘year to year, 
discouraging and hostile conditions,

Not Popular, but Keen in Business 
and Newspaper Management. 


Hoke Smith was a new rman in National 
politics in 1892, when he began tu advocate 
the renomination of Mr. Cleveland. He 
was thirty-seven years old, having been 
born in Newtown, N. ©., in 1855, where 
his father, Hildreth H. Smith, a New- 


England man, was teaching in a State col- 
lege, Prof. Smith married Miss Mary Brent 

Hoke, daughier of Gen. Michael Hoke, 
whence comes the Secretary's first name. 

Tho father, after an experience in Texzes, 
went to Atlanta, and in 1875, when Hoke 
Smith wes elghteen years old, he was ad- 
mitted to the bar, He was six feet one 
inch tell, symmetrically pron nee: with 
a large, frank, resolute, beardless face, He 
had @ elear brain and ea determined char- 
acter. Ho became a railroad lawyer, not 
by working for, but against rallroads, and 
he had an income of $15,000 a year from 
his practice by the time he was thirty. 

Mr. Smith married Miss Bertle Cobb, a 
daughter of the late Gen. Howell Cobb, 
who was in the Confederate Cabinet. The 
Covbs are a* old, aristocratic family in 
Georgia, but it has not looked with much 
favor on Mr. Smith, and he has not owed 
advancement to family infivence. 

He acquired a controlling interest In The 
Atlanta Journal, probably the most in- 
filUential evening paper of the South. [t 
bolds the afternoon field in Atlanta, ay The 
Constituiton does the morning. “2 was 
elected President. of the publishing com- 
peny, but hes had nothing to do with edit- 
orial supervision. As principal owner he 
has made the paper's pony. 

The Constitution, In 1882, advocated Mr 
Hill's nomination and protection. The 
Journal sw ores a low tariff and Mr 
Cleveland. iiliam C. Whitney appointed 
Mr. South as the member from Georgia of 
the commities that go successfully aided in 
bringing about Mr. Oleveland’s victory.

Peasants Emigrating to Siberia. 


A St. Petersburg dispatch to The Lon- 
don Times says that Russian peasants who 
had emigrated to Siberia are now return- 
ing in great numbers to their natitve vil- 
lages. ‘Their reasons for so doing are va- 
rious. Some say that they could find no 
water; others that the soll which they 
were expected to cultivate in Siberia was 
poor or insufficient; others again that there 
were no churches or that their women 
could not accustor themselves either to 


the climate or to the inhabitants of Sibe- 
ria, and that they were seized with horme- 
sickness. 

Nevertheless, there is so great a rush 
of immigrants into Siberia that the atalf 
of the Trans-Siberian Railway is still ex- 
periencing the greatest difficulty in effecting 
their transport with the Inadequate rol 
stock at its disposal. The block, Ind 
is such that the greater pari of these poor 
people are reduced to camping out in the 
open afr near the overcrowded stations, 
baving nothing to shelter them but iuts 
hastily constructed with brushwood, wretch- 
ed tents, or even their own carts covered 
over with olicloths. They suffer terribly 
from hunger and exposure. 

Many of them, it seems, left their homes 
in the hope of bettering their condition, 
without asking the permission of the au- 
thorities, and, consequently, no provision 
was made for them. They have no land, 
tools, buliding materials, live stock, or seed, 
nor any capital to start with. So they are 
to be seen wandering run the stations i 
a miserable condition, and neither the rail- 
Way nor the Government officials seer able 
to do anything to help them.

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Great Interest naturally centred in the 
bank statement, about whith somé very 
gloomy ideas had been entertained, which 
correspondingly affected the market on Wri- 
day.

The real problem before the financial 
world is how to finance affairs through the 
hext five or six weeks, If that period can 
be got through safely, the demend for 
money should be constantly slackening 
thereafter; in fact it must slacken after a 
time in any event, from the demeralizetion 
of trade. . With mills and factories closing 


downy, wholesalers and retailers unable to 


Sell anything more than a small propot- 
tion of their usial quantity of goods, and 
the general numbing of industry which is 
always the consequence of times like these, 
there is the corresponding cessation in the 
use of money. The volume of exchanges, 
which is trade, being vastly levscned, the 
USe of the medium of exchange, which is 
money, falls away; and the serplus ac- 
cumulates in the financial centres. But we 
have some serious weeks ahcad before we 
reach that stage.

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SURE THE SHOE WOULD NEVER DO. 
So Practical Men Told the Inventor of 
a Sewing Machine. 


From The Shoe and Leather Reporter. 

Gordon McKay, with whom shoe manu- 
facturers were once better acquainted than 
now, was recently honored with the degree 
of Master of Arts by Harvard College. 

When Mr. McKay soughi to bring his 
sewing machine into use, he was told by all 
practical shoemakerg that the “ thread 
must fill the hole.” This was at once seen 
to be impossible, for in this machine the 
needle must draw the thread through the 
hole, and when the needle, was no longer in 
the hoje, of course the thread could not 
fill it. It was then that Mr. McKay said: 
“If it is true the thread must fill, then the 
machine (which was then eae finished inven- 
tion,) is so much screp.”’ 

It was here that R. H. Mathies again 
showed that wonderful quickness of per- 
-eption which had piayea so tmportant a 
{ part in the improvements that finally made 
the machine a practical success. Heeding 
not the fact that experts were against him 
he sald: “‘One experiment is better than a 
thousand expert opinions. Try it.’”’ So a 
pair of shoes was made, each sewed with 
the same thread, one with the smallest 
needie possible and the other with a needle 
ridiculously large-and being worn by Mr. 
Mathies, {In two weeks the shoes sewed with 
che smail needle ripped, while the other 
stood well till the sole was worn through 
and then served as a4 welt to sew on @ tap 
which was worn out and renewed. The 
sewing never failed. It is on this discovery 
that the whole business of McKay machine- 
sewed shoes rests to-day, and there are 
probably 100,000,000 pairs of them made 
every year. 








An amusing anecdote relating to this feat- 
' ure in the shoe may not be ont of place. 
When these shoes had been allowed to be 
taken as equal to hand-sewed shoes in the 
army, by order of Gen. Meiga some casas 
vere sent to the arsenal at Philadelphia 
on a contract. Col. Crossman gave them to 
an inepector who had been long in the 
shoe devartment making army shoes. He 
examined therm and soon discovered the 
thread did not fili the holes and reported 





that they were worthless, Nevertheless, un- 
der ordargs from Gen, Melgs, they were 





accepted and given out to the army. In @ 
few months Col. Crossman informed Mr. 
MeKay that he heard the shoes were fail- 
ing in the army and that he hed sent his 
inspector to look into it. The inspector re- 
turned with the report that the snoes that 
feiled were “hand made.”

ONE ALR-MOTOR CAR NOW READY, 


Trial Trips at Worcester Reported tv 
be Successfoal. 
From The Worcester (Mass.) Spy 

The compressed alr motors designed for 
ranning street cars by the Metropolitan 
Traction Company of New-York City, and 
upon which experts have been at work 
at the plant of the American Wheelock 
Engine Company at South Worcester for 
several months, have the exper: 
mental stages and are now working most 
satisfactorily. None of the ten cars shipped 
from New-York h been returned 
with the new motors attached, but two 
of the cars have been equipped with the 
motors. Trials have been made with them 
and one is ready to be loaded upon the 
cars whenever the officials -are ready to 
send it on. The car already equipped with 
the motor is complete and could begin run- 
ning in New-York this morning should the 
projectors so desire. 

Within the high board fence inclosing 
the works a short track of reguiation gauge 
was constructed upon which to test the 
power of the motors to propel the cars. 
Tipon thie track the first car equipped 
with. the Hoadley motor had its trial 
trips. Officials from New-York and other 
cities @ere present, but the motor did not 
work éxactly as anticipated, and several 
changes were thought exprdient by the en- 
eineers in charge. These have now been 
made in the improved motor. 

The track is now bullt in the form of & 
cirele, the circumference of which is about 
an eighth of 4 mile. It has a rather steep 
incline upon one portion, which, with the 
curve that {s much sharper than is usually 
met in railway transportation, affords a 
crucial test for the hauling power of the 
motor. The cyt went about five miles with 
a single charge of the cormmpressed alr. 

The ear runs with searcely any noise, 
and resembles the ordinary electric car, the 
only apparent differeuce to the casual ob- 
server being that there is no (trolley or 
other apparatus upon the roof. The motors 
ere Samal noticeable as the car speeds by. 
The ordinary hand brake, working directly 
upon the wheel# by means of an iron chain, 
is used, The motors are charged with the 
compressed eir at a pressure of about 2,000 

unds. 

PThe workmen in the shop are engaged in 
constructing other motors after the im- 
proved drawings, and it ts the intention of 
the engineers to equip all ten of the cars 
now at the works with the motors. At 
present but a single car has the new motor 
errangement, the old motor that was at- 
tach to the first car not having been

HE WON THE TWIN CITY HANDICAP 
IN A COMMON GALLOP, 


; 


Back Massie Was Ran into the Ground 
by the Winner of the Realisation 
Stakes—A Splendid Performance 
by the Brookdale Horse—George 
Rose Easily Defeated His Field 
for the Partridge Stakes—Three 
Horses Fall in the Steeplechase. 


It wes extremely unfortunate for people 
who love racing for the sport there {s in it 
that yesterday was such ea gloomy day, 
with such miserable weather. Rain itself 
had converted all the tracks into marshy 
runways. Prospects of a still further rain- 
fall kept people at their homes, and so the 


chance to see a grand racehorre, Requital, 
run in true racehorse style was lost to 
thousands who would have thoroughly en- 
joyed the sport.. : 

Requital made his first appearance since 
his hollow victory in the Lawrence Reali- 
zation, at the Coney Island track, last July. 
It was in the Twin City Handicap, at a 
mile and @ quarter, an event that has been 
won by such grand ones in the past as 
Firenzi, Lamplighter, Exile, Elkwood, 
Bersan, and Rey el Santa Anita. The field 
was @ small one this year, but four faciag 
the starter. Buck Massie, who had on 
Thursday run and won a very taking race, 
had to take up the top welght, 126 pounds, 
as his victory made a five-pound penaity 
necessary. But even at that Requital was 
giving him a pound, according te th. scale. 
Beimar and Dutch Skater, had twenty and 
twenty-nine pounds off, according to the 
scale, Dut even with that advantage in the 
weights neither was fancied to beat Re- 
quital, who was a favorite at 1 to 2, with 
Buck Massie the second choice at 11 to 5, 
and heavily played by the contingent of 
Western plungers who thought the Murphy 
horse equal io taking the measure of the 
Realization winner. They did not then 
know, as they learned during the race, 
that unless all signs fail, Requital is a truly 
great horse—perhaps the horse of the dec- 
ade, 

It {2 always the way with the followers 
of the races to extol a winner and make 
an idol of him, About three-quarters of 
the time the enthusiasig are wrong. But 
yesterday there was less hesitancy among 
the cold-blooded horsemen in classing Re- 
quital among the reall, great racers. To 
run as he did a mile and a quarter in 
2:10 1-5, over a heavy track, aud beat such 
a good handicap horse as Buck Massle is 
conceded to be, without being urged at eny 
part of the journey, is really a feat that 
Warranted all sorts of enthusiagm. Clay- 
ton never rode an easier race in his lfe. 
Reqguitai never needed even a shaking up 
at any part of the journey, just stealing 
over the ground with an action that was 
taking in the extreme, endactually winning 
in a gallop. He hardly drew a long breath 
at the end of the journey, so easy had been 
the race for him, and he finished In a fash- 
ion that warranted the bellef that he could 


win as easily at two miles as he did at a; 


mila and a quarter. 

The start was made from the post just 
opposite the betting inclosure, and Buck 
Massie and Belmar went off ia front, with 
Dutch Skater on the outside and Requital 
lylag just behind Buck Massie and. next 
to the rail. Yhat was the order with the 
quartet from the start around the first turn, 
and through the back stretch to the faz 
turn. At the latter point Clayton, who 
had been holding Requital steady, gave 
the handsome vay son of Wothen a chance 
to move up a bit, and he did go, going 
around on the outside of the Nela so aw to 
keep out of the way of the flylng,mud. As 
he moved up, Dutch Skater fell back to 
the rear, and the riders of both Buck 
Massie and Balmar let out a link. 

Requiteal caught the leaders so easily 
that Clayton again “took his head in his 
lap,” a8 the vernacular of the track hes 
it, and, ruuning on the outside of the par- 
ty, permitted Buck Massie and Belmar to 
show the way into the homestretch. When 
all had got straightened out, Clayton again 
loosened his hold on the head of the Real- 
ization winner. In an instant Requital shot 
to the front, and opened up euch 2 lead in 
a gcore of yards that Cleytor again took 
nola of the magnificent colt and allowed 
him to jog bome to the finish, 

The Murphy party had been so confi- 
dent of Buck Massie’s ability to win that 
Hill persevered with the horse, even after 
it was perfectly plain that he was beaten 
He us whip, spurs, and hands for all he 
Was worth, but aii his efforts did was to tlre 
his mount. It was like a chase after a 

host for him to try and catch the fleet 
tequital, and Hill had to gi it up as @ 
bad job. In fact, the effort i been such 
a severe one on Buck Massie’s part that 
ne was unable to stall off the rush made by 
Dutch Skater just at the end, and as a 
result he was aiso beaten out for the place 
money by this horse, who is always doing 
surprising things, either in the way of sulk- 
ing or winning races. 

Requital’s performance was certainly sen- 
sational, for the best judges thought that 
Buck Massie would be able to at least give 
him a hard brush for the money. His easy 
victory, therefore, ee the eyes of the 
handful of people who saw the race. Su- 
perlativers only were used in speaking of 
his performances, and every one was satis- 
fied that, even if he did come from a fam- 
ily of sprinters, he was one member of the 
family who could stay over any route, and 
that he will certainly be the winner of the 
Suburban of 1897, if he Ives until next 
Spring and starts in the race. 

revious to the running of this race Mr. 
Murphy had brought off a very comfortable 
coup in the race for the Partridge Stakes 
for two-year-olds, which was a run of six 
furlongs over the grass course. He did it 
with his colt George Rose, who, like Roder- 
mond, was added to the List of starters 
when it was found that the track would be 
heavy. Aszbuckle and Panmure were both 
scratched from the stake. It was a lively 
betting event, with first Challenger, then 
George Rose, and finally Rodermond, the

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A BOYS BODY FOUND NEAR THE 
NEW-YORK CENTRAL’S TRACKS. 


James F. MeGovern, Seven Yeurs Old, 
Hag Been Playivg at a Dangerous 
Place {2 Harlem and Probably 
Fell to His Death—His Skull 
Fractuyed—None of His Compau- 
fons Saw Him Fall—Not Discov- 
ered for Twenty-four Hours. 


James F. McGovern, seven years old, 
of 1,844 Park Avenue, was found dead near 
the tracks of the New-York Central Rail- 
road at One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 


Street and Park Avenue at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

The body was found by Michael Shortell, 
@ track walker. The boy lay on his back 
in the ditch on the west side of the track 
and directly at the base of the retaining 
wall, which fs about twenty-two feet high 
at that place. The rains of yesterday had 
deposited: about four: inches of water in 
the ditch and the body was half submerged. 
The face, hands, and clothing were cov- 
ered with mud and the dust and cinders 
from passing trains, 


Shortell. examined the body and found 


@® great hole in the back of the skull. 
Upon a block of paving stone close by 
were many blood stains. The body was re- 
moved to the Hast One Hundred and 
Twenty-sixth Street Police Station, and 
‘he Coroner ang the boy’s famiiy @vere at 
onee notified. 

diow the boy met his fate was unknown 
until investigation was made by the police. 
They found that all the circumstances went 
to prove that he thad fallen from the wall 
into the cut. 

Above the spot where the body wes found 
is one of the immense trusses that: span 
the out, and on’ which trains are te be run 
until the elevated structure, now in course 
of construction, is completed. A portion 
of the protecting wall above the cut and 
of the iron railing that surnmounts it has 
been removed to give a solid foundation 
for the truss, and in the opening thus made 
is a rude board fence, placed there to pre- 
vent accidents, 

On the avenue alongside of the fence is 
a low pile of railroad timber. The pile 
of timbers and the opening in the wall are 
aimost directly in front of the house in 
which the McGoverns live. It has been 
the daily habit of the children of the nefgh- 
borhood, young McGovern among the rest, 
to play on this pile of timber and the ad- 
jacent fence. They would even climb over 
the fence and verture on the base of the 
truss, although they had often been warned 
of the danger. Young MeGovern and other 
boys were playing about the place Mriday 
afternoon, and at about 4 o’clock he was 
suddenly missed by his playmates. His ab- 
sence aroused but momentary attention, 
and the children went on with their. play, 

Hyidently the boy slipped either from 
the wall or tha trestle, but it is moet sur- 
prisin that none of his companions saw 

im fall. A. rumor was current in the 
neighborhood yesterday that the boy had 
Mbeen pushed from the wall by a playmate, 
but the police say that they belleve the 
boy's death to have been caused by acci- 
dent. 

The portion of the cut where the boy's 
body was found is quite dark, even at noon 
on 4@ clear day, so it is not surprising that | 
the body remained so long undiscovered. 

When the boy’s father, James McGovern, 
who is a plumber, reached home from his 
work Friday, his son did not appear at 
supper. Mr. McGovern went out io look 
for him. The neighborhood was searched 
in vain, but no tidings of the missing boy 
could be found. The father went first to 
the Hast One Hundred and Twenty-sixth 
Street Police Station and afterward to Po- 
lice Headquarters, and mie heage the case, 

A genera) alarm, describing the hoy, was ' 
sent out, and Mr. McGovern went home, 
where he spent the night in anxious watch- 
ing, varying his vigil with occasional vis-~ 
its to the police station. Mrs. McGovern, 
who is the boy’s stepmother, was confined 
a few days ago, and she is sti!l unable to 
leave her bed. She was so much distressed 
at the boy’s absence that she became hys- 
terical and required the attention of a phy- 
£.clan. 

Mr. MeGovern went to his work very 
reluctantly and with a heavy heart yester- 
day morning, but his work was Imperative. 
_A permit was greutes by the Coroner for 
the removal of the body to an undertaker’s 
establishment. An inguest will be held in 
a few days.

FELDHEIM ARRESTED. 


The Importer Charged with Making 
False Cluims for Insurance Money. 


Otto C. Feldheim, an {importer at 621 
Broadway, is a pwsoner at Police Head- 
He was arrested yesterday on 4 
warrant charging him with the presenta- 
tion of fraudulent claims for the payrnent 
ef insurance. This is the second tire he 
has been arrested on the same charge. 

Detective Sergeant McNaught went to 
Long Branch, N. J., on Aug. 6 and ar- 
rested him. He was locked up there and 
to Capt. Clayton of the Long Branch police 
was given the bench warrant for his arrest. 
Mcaught returned to New-York to get 
requisition papers. The morning after his 
arrest, Feldheim was arraigned before a 
Supreme Court Judge of Monmouth County 
on a writ of habeas corpus and discharged. 

He disappeared from Long Branch, and 
detectives watched his baggage there until 
was removed last Wednesday to 
the Hoffman House, in this city. Mr. 
Feldheim did not appear at the ho- 
tel, but an expressman calied = yes- 
terday morning with an order for the bag- 
gage. The detectives followed the wagon 
with a cab. The baggage was delivered 
at an express office in Third Avenue, near 
Twenty-fifth Street. Mr. Feldheim ap- 


peared a few hours later, and was arrested, 
Me was taken to Police Hendquarters and 
et be arraigned at the District Attorney’s 
office. 

Mr. Feldheim*was reg! in the button 
business. There was a fire in his store on 
April 22, and he presented claime for tn- 
surance amounting to $11,990. He was in- 
sured for a total of $12,500 tn several com- 
panies. oza & Nathan, atiorneys at 
120 Broadway, were retained by the freur- 
ance co es to look into the claim. They 
rade an investigation and found, it is said, 
that the claimn was fraudulent in many par- 
ticulars.. 1t is said that a quantity of goods 
which. Feldheim claimed to have had on 
hand at the time of the fire had been re- 
turned by him before the fire, to the deal- 
ers from whom he purchased therm, 

Cardoza & Nathan brought their evidences 
of fraud to the attention of the District 
Attorney, and the Grand Jury found an in- 
dictment against Feldheim. 

The prisoner said at Headquarters that 
he. is twentp-five years old. To Capt. O’Brien 
he said; “I was a fool not to leave the 
country.” He also told the Captain that 
the J who discharged him in New-Jer- 
sey was a personal friend of his.

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NOTHING LEFT FOR 
Manhattan Athieiic Chub Assets 
Lawyers aud Heceiver, 


for 


Andrew Freedman, 93 receiver of the Man- 
hattan Athietic Club, by order of Justice 
dartin L. Stover, made his report to Referce 
Isaac Fromme last Wednesday. 

In his report Receiver Freedman said that 
he was appointed téreporary receiver on 
Jan, 28, 1895, and permanent receiver on 
June 12, 1898. On October 10, 1895, a meet- 
ing was called, at which «ll existing claims 
of the crediters of the club were adjusted, 
He found the assets to be $6,680 in cash, two 
oll paintings, six stee! plate engravings, and 
ten or twelve antique plaques, besides a 
few claims of judgments against members 
for failure to pay dues. The judgments 
were sold for 310, and the sale of the paint- 
ings realized $243.15. 

The receiver was ordered by the Supreme 
Court to pay to Stern & Rushmore, his at- 
torneys, $4,000 for services rendered, and 
$115 to Charles M. Karle, as stenographer. 
To James M. Varnum, who at one time was 

referee in the case, was to be paid $750, 
and the receiver was ordered to pay to 
himself for his commissions as receiver, 
$5,109.95. Me has paid to himself $2,007.54, 
thus using up all the assets. What ts due 
him he does not expect to get. 

The report was filed in the Supreme Court 
Reteree Fromme asked who was going to 
pay him his fees, and Lawyer Crisp, who 
represented Messrs. Stern & Rushmore, said 
that that firm would see that he was paid 
Yesterday Mr. Crisp said that Receiver 
Freedman would pay Mr. Fromme. 

There was no money left to pay the credait- 
ors who filed claims. Among the larger 
creditors are Walton Storm, $4,800; McCoy 
& Co., $1,600.06; Dr. McVay, $1,202; Liebler 
Bottling Company, $844.81. One of the credit- 
ors is said to have informed Referee Fromme 
that he would make an application to sel 
aside the receiver's report. A final hearings, 
before the referee will be had at 2 P. M., 
Aug. 26. i 

It was said that the creditors were pro- 
testing, and were besieging the office of 
Stern & Rushmore, but Mr. Crisp, who is 
witn the firm, said yesterday that so far 
as the firm knew there was no quarreling 
on the part of the creditors. Every dollar 
received by Recetver Freedman had been iac- 
counted for after due notice to the creditors, 
he said, every dollar paid in by him was 
either by order of the Court or the Court 
ratified his action after the referee had 
passed upon it.

LAST OF THE DESSOUG. 
Vessel Which Brought 
Obelisk to be Broken Up. 


rhe the 


After a long and useful life the old stearn- 
ship Dessoug has gone to the marine grave- 
yard at Cow Bay, Long Island, where she 
will be broken, up, and whatever meétai or 
other parts of value sold, 

The Dessouvug became femous when Lieut. 
Commander Henry H. Gorringe successfully 
transported in her the Bgyptian obelisk 
now in Centfal Park. That was in 18890. 
She was subsequently admitted to Amer- 
ican registry dnd was bought by the Ocean 
Steamship Company for ita service between 
New-York and: Savannah. Her class ex- 
pired Jast Autumn, and she has since been 
laid up. ' 

The Dessoug was built 
England, In 184, for the 
Khédive of Egypt, and was first called the 
Denton. She measured 1,867 tons, was 233 
feet in length, 33 feet beam, 23 feet depth, 
and was constructed of iron, 

When, in the Fall of 1870, Commander 
Gorringe’s party went to Alexandria to un- 
dertake the removal of the big monolith, 
W. H. Vanderbilt having assumed the ex- 
pense of the undertaking, the Dessoug was 
selected as a suitable vessel im which to 
transport the obelisk, and $28,000 was jaid 
tor her. 

The obelisk stood about twenty feet from 
the shore, and its base was buried ten fee: 
in the sand. Special machinery had been 
taken to handle it, and after it had been 
moved out to the water and placed in a 
crib fixed on a pontoon, the pontoon and the 
Dessoug were placed in a graving drydock, 
head on to each other, 

A hole thirty feet long and twelve feet 
high had been cut in the starboard bow of 
the steamship below the water Line, and 
through -this Cleopatra’s Needle, in the 


thirty-fifth hundred ,year of its age, was 
rolied on cannon bails, which formed a 
sort of ball bearing, working in the groves 
of channel tron, piaced above and below 
them. 

Once inside, the massive stone was a!- 
lowed to rest along the keelson, and stout 
shoring was fixed about it to make It im- 
movabie, Its weight was 196 tons, and had 
it moved with any rolling of the ship there 
would have been a very falr chance of the 
vessel's capsizing. . 

The ribs and plates having been replaced 
at the bow, the Dessoug sailed from Aliex- 
andria June 12, 1880, and passed Gibraltar 
June 25. When 1,300 miles from land, on 
July 6, the propeller shaft broke. A spare 
shaft had, fortunately, been a part of the 
vessel’s belongings when she was purchased, 
and this was substituted, the vesse! pro- 
ceeding under sail while the work was go- 
ing on. It was a twenty-five-day voyage 
from Gibraltar.

COAL PRODUCTION OF THE WORLD, 


tee nee eee 


A Table Covering the Last Twenty- 
eight Years. 


An i teresting table showing the coai 
production of the world for the past twen- 
ty-eight years has been prepared by Statis- 
ticlan Edward W, Parker of the United 
States Geological Survey. This bulletin 
shows a steady advance on the part of 
the United States. In 1868, when the to- 
tal ouriput of the world was about 225,000,- 
000 ions, the United States yielded but 14 
per cent. In 1892-34 the world’s out- 
put. has exceeded 500,000,000 tons each 
year, of which the United States has con- 
tributed an average of 30 per cent., having 
more than doubled her percentage. Great 
Britain, mines furnished more than 
50 per cent. of the world’s production in 
1868, now barely exceeds the percentage of 
ihe United States. The figures are as fol- 
lows:

The present law is said by Chief Clerk 
Allen of the Bureau of Elections to be an 
improvement over the laws which have gov- 
erned elections hefetofore, ag it is more 
general in its tendency. The many con- 
tradictory sections in the old Jaw have been 
elther reconciled or wiped cut, and such 
provisions as were Mable to be construed 
in more than one way have been made 
plainer. Mr. Alien gaid that there is no 
reason why, under the present law, they 
should not be conducted satisfactorily. 

The number of election districts in this 
city is 1,892, the same as Jast year. The 
law provides for four Inspectors, two hal- 
lot clerks, and two poil clerks, in each of 
these districts. These are to be appointed 
by the Police Commissioners. These ap- 
pointments are divided equaily between the 
Democratic and Republican parties. There 
are four of registration provided for 
in the law, as heretofore, but the days on 
which the registration is to be made dre 
changed. The law designates these days

THE IMPERIAL CONSULAR SERVIUE. 


An Essay Formulated by the Rhine- 
land avd Westphalian Unicn. 


At this time, when the State Department 
is making an effort to improve the Con- 
sular Service of the United States, an ex- 
ecutive essay, dealing with the reform of 
the imperia] Consular Service of Germany, 
whith has been forwarded by the Rhine- 
land and Westphalian Union for the pro- 
tectlon of the empire’s industrial interests, 
is apropos. The essay mentions as most 
!mportent the tact that the commercial re- 
ports of German Consuls appear so late in 
the Consular reports of German Consuls as 
to be of little value because of the fact that 
other important recent events overtake 
and overshadow them. The result is that 
any value they might have had for com- 
merce vanishes. The report claims further 
that the official reports are ofttimes unre- 
liable, and cites, as an instance, reports 
upon Germany's exports of chemicals. The 
essay urges also that with rare, weil-known 
exceptions, the business methods of German 
Consulates are excessively bureaucratic. 
This shows itself, espectally In those places 
where it is necessary for the imperial Con- 
suls to furnish information in special cases 
or to help in guarding the interests of Ger- 
man merchants, 

The French, Belgian, Italian, and Swiss 
Consuls are referred to, but in aa entirely 
special measure, (im ganz besonderem 
Mase.) The Consuls of the United States 
have more feeling (are much more in touch) 
with the industrial and commercial interests 
of the countries to which they are accredited 
‘The essay expressesa wish thatevilsbe reme- 
died by giving the imperial Consuls sent to 
foreign parts a better preparatory training, 
They are sufficiently well trained in legal 
lines, says the report, but lack almost en- 
tirely the practical experience that would 
enable them to recognize in time what ways 
and means would best aid home industries. 
They lack, also, the ability to see the : 
tical Umportance at openings in business, 
industria) changes, or the introduction of 
new methods in machinery, transportation, 
&c., in short, to see the advantage of every 
important change in commerce and industry 
to the home market. Therefore, it Is abso- 
lutely necessary that the Consuls and their 
issistants pass through a practical school 
covering commerce and trafic before they 
he appointed to such friportant work as is 
found in most foreign Consulat

There is no doubt that the theatrical gea- 
son of 1£96-7 has begun, and begun proes- 
perously.

—The average income of church organists 
in England is about $260 a year. Cathedral 
organists receive from $1,000 to $1,T)0 4 
year, sometimes with a house rent free. 
The orgenists have hard work, but muat 
eke out their living by teaching music. 
The average pay of piano tuners in ng- 
land is much higher than that of o1 ‘ganists, 
from $520 to $780 a year. In the Italian 
newspapers an advertisement has lately 
appeared for an organist and choirmaster 
in the Cathedral of Varese. He must pro- 
duce 2 certificate of birth, 4 recommendn- 
tion for morality, and a diploma for organ 
playing, composition, and choir training.

(0 lira (280) per annum. He must pay 
for his own keep, too.

His death was prematurely 
announced early in 1894, when, however, he 
finally relinquished his posttion at the 
Imperial chapel and retired to private 
life, Herr Rokitansky, who was the son 
of 9 weaithy Hungarian physician, settled 
in Vienna, and was originally intended for 
medicine, but as a veung man’he studied 
singing in Itaty, and forty vears ago made 
his first apperance in a Londen concert 
room.

The bicycle rider is learning that a bicycle 
bulit by a reputable house i* werth more 
money than a cheap wheel made by mush- 
room makers, who have gone into the 
business with Httle money and less exper! 
great many cheap bicycles look 
good enough—-there is no doubt about that. 
They are finished to all appearances quite 
as well bicycles that cost a good deal 
more, and are dashed off with a toucr of 
startling color bere and there that atiracis 
attention, and particularly the attention of 
neophyte, who is more likely to be 
drawn into a purchase by the appearance or 
novelty of a bicycle. Gay feathers make 
gay birds, but Fay colors do not prove any- 
thing good in bicycles. Any Indian looks 
better in war paint, but he is just as bad 
and wurse when painted than without the 
festive decoration, 

The time has come when the bicycle rider 
knows something about & bicycle, as weil as 
the manufacturer. He has learned by ex- 
perience that cheap bieycles are o delusion 
and a snare. He pas Jearned the different 
parts of his wheel; how to take it to pleces 
and put it together again; how to tighten or 
loosen the chain, adjust the saddie, seat- 
post, or handles; how to repair a tire. and, 
In fact, he has learned the various polnts 
most useful to the tourist or every-day 
rider. Perhaps he has le: irned that good 
tubing is essential to bicycle safety and to 
the safety of the rider. ML. any a rider has 
come to grief on the se cheap roachines while 
coast ing, simply on account of the poor tub- 
‘oe of which his machine is made, and many 
serious accidents have happened on this 
eccount, 

The tubing in the frame of a bicycle must 
nee essa rily be very strong, on account of 
the tow factor of safety in a bicycle. That 
is to say, the margin of safety, or, in other 
words, the amount of extra safety is much 
less in bicycles than in almost any other 
mechanical device. In fine guns a safety 
margin ot 20 is usually allowed; in ordl- 
nary guns, 12; in boilers; about 4; In 
bridges, usually 5, and in bicycies, as low 
as 14%. This means that these various pro- 
ductions are 20, 12, 6, 6, and 14 as stmng 
as is theoretically necessary to the strain 
they must bear. By this it is very evident 
that the margin of safety being so small 
as 1%, the very best obtainable materials 
are not only eseentiadi, but absolutely nec- 
easaty to the strength and substsritiality 
of the bicycle, and therefore to the safety 
of the rider. 

For a long time the oldest bicycle makers. 
in the country were perplexed about bi- 
cycle tubing, for the reason that they couid 
find none that wouid satisfy the vecullar 
Sequirements of the bicycle. At last, after 
thereugh investigation both here and 
abroad, without being able to obtain such 
tubing as was desired, and which weuld 
produce a bicycle up to the standard of de- 
gign which they then believed to be pos- 
sible, they concluded to manufacture their 
own tubing. The resvit of this manufact- 
ure of steel tubing for bicycles was emi- 
nently satisfactory. 

The bieycie rider has learned that a 
Single-tube tire is safest and easiest to re- 
pair, and that his safety and comfort de- 
pend on it. He should know the frame of? a 
bicycle in the same way. He should know 
that a frame to be strong should be made 
of the best stéel tubing, a tubing made par- 
ticularly for the bicycle. The rider's de- 
mand for all that is good in a bicycle, re- 
gardiess of price, must raise the standard 
of all wheels or drive the makers of flimsy 
bicycles out of the business. That is what 
every good rider wants to see, and by ‘de- 
manding it of the dealer he will raise the 
bicycle standard and insure his own 
safety,

The growing of flax and the production of 


linseed oil have received a great impetus 
lately throughout the world, particularly ia 


the United States is taking in this Industry, 
United States Consul Robertson of Hamburg 
says that “ without knowing the prices at 
which linseed ofl can be manvfactured in 
the United States, it is very difficult to ton- 
clude as to whether it can be successfully 
introduced into Germany in competition 
with the domestic product and with other 
importations. Knowing, however, as al- 
ready given above, the prices at which the 
oil is generally sold here ($9.52 per 220 
pounds) and the import duty ($1.19 per 220 
pounds) it shoult be easy for our manu- 
facturers, by adding the cost of transporta- 
tion, insurance, commissions, &c., to de- 
cide whether they would be able to gain 
a foothold in this market. 

“In a conversation which I had with a 
leading jlocal dealer he was kind enough to 
advance the following ideas: After remark- 
ing that it appeared as if the United States 
had decided to enter more extensively ‘into 
the growing of linseed, he stated that the 
seed costs here from $1.96 to $2.43 per 116 
pounds, according to qualicy and purity, and 
that with such seed prices the Mnglish and 
Dutch milis were able to deliver the oil 
at $9.52 per 220 pounds and the cakes at 
$1.19 per 220 pounds, but that at such fig- 
ures their profits were very small. If the 
United States desired to compete with the 
European mills, they ‘vould, he thought, 


have to be able to grew the seed in their 
own country at a lower cost of production 
than that of East Indian, Russian, or La 
Plata origin. The gemleman further gave 
it as his opinion that the price of $9.82 
could not be maintained if large quantities 
of linseed oil were exported from the Unit- 
ed States to Europe, and that soon the Ger- 
man mills, which are protected by the tar- 
iff, will have reached such « state of de- 
velopment that importation of linseed oil! 
will necessarily decrease materially. In his 
opinion, a well-conducted German mill 
ought to be able even to-day to meet any 
competition. He thought that in Austria 
the outlook would be more favorable, the 
industry being in its infancy there.”

Wood Ibis Willea im New-Jersey, 
From The Medison (N. J.) Bagle. 

D. B, Dickingon, the taxidermist of Chat- 
aio, recently received from Fuarker S Mo- 
Coy of Deckertown a pair of strange-lookk 
ing birds for mounting, Mr. Dickinson has 
been in the business for forty years, and 
has seen and dealt in almost every species 
of birds, but these were the first the 
Kind ever brought to his notice, and he at 
once investigated. He found that they 
were birds commonly called “‘ wood ibis,” 
and that they Inhabit the lower part of 
Louisiana, Carolina, and Georgia; are very 
common in Plorids, and extend ag far 
south as Cayenne srazil, and various 
jarts of South America.

The 
light falling on the drop ahove A will be 
dispersed too much, and thet below will 
not be dispersed enough; hence the only 
light from any one drop t can be geen 
is that coming from the ray that strikes 
at A. It ‘s on this account that the width 
of the rainbow is limited, and this also 
explains why the boundary is not a sharp 
line, for it can eastiy be understood that 
the rays next to the one thet strikes at A 
will produce a faint effect, and those ne<t 
to these a still fainter one, and so on until 
the Ught becornes wholly invinsible. 

The light that is reflected from the rain- 
drops in the way shown in Fig. 1 pro 
duces the inner or most brilliant bow; 
the outer bow is formed by light that is 
refiected in the manner shown in Fig. 2, 
and the image is not as bright, because 
the light is reflected twice before it leaves 
the drop, and therefore suffers twice as 
much loss. 

In Fig. 2 the ray of sunlight that is re- 
flected strikes the drop on the under side, 
and after passing to B B is reflected to C C 
@nuU from here to D D.and thence to the eye 
of the observer. When the light strikes the 
surface of the drop at B Ba part passeg 
out into the alr, and atC C there is another 
loss.

changed by the direction in which we 
Jjook, whether up to the centre of the bow 
or down on the sides. and this is the reason 
why the rainbow is always of a circular 
shape. This fact also explains why the 
bow ‘s sometimes larger than at others. 
if the sun is low down in the sky, the line 
from the eye must point higher up in order 
that the angle between the rays S and.C 
may remain the same; hence early in the 
morning or late in the afternooa the bow 
will be the largest, and for the same rea- 
gon it camnot be seen in the middie of the 
day. The angle formed by the rays coming 
from the sun and those passing from the 
bow to the eye is about 42 degrees, there- 
fore the rainbow cannot be seen after 9 
In the morning or before 3 In the after- 
noon, and at these hours it will be so smail 
as to be scarcely noticeable. 

When the sun shines brightly, and the 
rain falls in large drops, the bow is very 
brillient, that ts, {if the air ts free from 
mistiness; but wheh the gun's rays are 
sartly shut off by the clouds the image ts 
Paint. The brightness of the centre of the 
bow depends upon the height of the clouds; 
if they are low there will be only a com- 
aratively small number of drops in @ Hne 
o reflect the light, as those within the 
cloud will be enveloped in mist; therefore 
the centre may be so dim as to be invisible: 
but the reverse will be the cas¢ if. the 
clouds are big. As the outer bow ie much 
dimmer than the inner one, it very 
often not seen, but this is due wholly to the 
fact that the light is not strong enough, 
and not, as might be nee! | (tate the tek 
that under certain conditions light 
would act differently.

Companies Have Restavrants of 
Their Ovwn-- Philanthropy ud 
Money Making Combined--It Is 
Déme to Save Time—Some Com- 
panies Charge a Nominal Rate,

It is popularly supposed that a person 
never géts something for nothing, but the 
axiom does no: seem to apply to the em- 
ployes of ‘certain large corporations in 
this city, Wealthy companies are 
generally supposed to grind their depend-

ents to dust have been found dispensing 


favors of various kinds, so thet bank clerks 
and other employes have begun to believe 
themselves in clover. The greatest of 
these favors is the presentation to each 
man of a full and substantial meal in the 
middie of the duy. The practice has now 
become so general that Jt is thought nothing 
of in the lower end of the city, although 
the fact of its being done is not. generally 
known at large. Some of the great com- 
panies, jike the Western Union Telegraph 
Company for instance, charge a nominal) 
amount ‘to their employes, sufficient to 
cover the cost, but the large majority of 
compatiies and banks serve the meals free. 
Among the notable instances where free 
meals are served to employes are the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company, the New- 
York Life Insurance Company, the Cnase 
National Bank, the Home Life Insurance 
Company, the Fourth National Bank, the 
Merchants’ National Bank, the German- 
American Bank, and others. The Central 
Railroad of New-Jersey also has a COM 
tract with a restaurant keeper in the Jersey

provide a dining hall within their own 
building, but have contracts with near-by 
restaurant kespers who recognize pre- 
scribed passport presented ern- 
ployes of the company. 

But if the companies thus provide their 
emplores with a substantial meal, it is not 

without an object, and an object 
which nets a very good financial promt. 
Where many m are employed, the man- 
agement of the working force of an esiab- 
lishment becomes a serious question. Out 
of several hundred men going out to lunch- 
eon at noontime. there are bound to be Ge- 
linquents. who are never back on time. 
The temptation to drink is a drawback 
which. corporations have to contend with 
in thelr employes. Other men on mod- 
erate salaries or with some financial ob- 
ject ahead of them, are not prepared to 
tarchase a meal surficient for their phys- 
teal needs, and are in many cases unfitted 
for efficient work ng the rest of the 
day. Furthermore 1e «6time-saving ele- 
ment is of vast importance to large Con- 
cerns. Most of the companies proviaing 
free meals, to their employes allow then 
but half an hour al. noon, or oniy sufficient 
time to eat the meal. but a ‘ge body 
of' men or women, a3 in the case of the 
Western’ Union Company, would require 
nt least one hour for each person for lunch- 
eon where it is eaten outside the building. 
In order to eat outside, the employe must 
take time to wash, adjust his or her cloth- 
ing, walk to a supposedly near-by dining 
room;‘ run the chance of delayed service, 
hastily bolt the meal when it is served, 
and hurry buck to the place of business-- 
an amount of time which is lost to the em- 
ployer rether than to the employe 

It is this loss which the large msurance 
companies, banks, and ciaer finan ‘ial im- 
stitutions seek to retrieve. in the case of 
the Western Uni Telegraph Company 
the gain of one bh from every 
empioye is enormous. t TOU employer 
the gain fs practically 350 | ‘saday. At 
an estimate of only 5» : an hour, it 
means an actual saving rly §200 
worth of time each day, tor the number of 
diners fluctua and often runs above 
the 700 mark. s entirely optional with 
the empioyes otf company whether they 
eat in the buil ge or oulsicde, but it is to 
the credit of t system that ft the 
employes prefer: to eat the foud provided 
by the company Nor can i e said, in re- 
ferring to the above calculation, that any 
of the ‘money thus saved in time is ex- 
pended for produce. The amount charged 
to the employes is supposed to equal the 
absolute. cost of the fovux 

Tnere is nnothes element, however, which 
ray place the stamp of generosity on the 
company’s action in the matier. he large 
room which fs used as a dining hall ts said 
to be capsble of earning a rent of $10,000 a 
year. ‘This is 2 | be taken from 
the general Cotai me with other 
corporations. The used for a dining 
hall by the Mutual Life Insurance Com- 
pany is capable of earning «4 large rent. 
So is the one under the New-York Clearing 
Heéuse, which is used by the Chase Na- 
tional Bank. Many corporations have adopt- 
ed different methais of providing meals for 
their 2mployes--that is, so far 
ing department is concernec 
in the case f the Chas 
Bank, employ a caterer, who has. his 
department and warming kitchen in the 
cellar of the bank, but who cooks the 
food outside of the bank building; some, 
as in the case of the Western Union Tele- 
Compaayv. or the Fourth National 
Bank, bave 2 kitchen of their own, employ 
cooks, waiters, &c, and cook the food on 
the. premniges; others have food trent into 
the offices where {t is served hot from chaf- 
ing dishes. A number of firms, as intimated 
nbove, have contracts with cutside restau- 
rants. This has become quite a feature 
of the down-town restaura business, and 
one restaurateur supplies several corpora- 
tions with meais for employes, who are 
provided with a pass check which entitles 
‘nem to a dally table d’hote dinner, 

The Western Union Telegraph Company's 
restaurant is interesting im its details by 
reason of its magnitude. ‘The feeding of 700 
persons requires the entire time of a stew- 
ard, two cooks, eleven waiters, six scullions, 
two porters, and a carver. The dining room 
has a Seating capacity of ISS pérsons. At 
eaxeh end Of the room a large blackboard is 
used as a universal bill of fare, the menu 
for the day being chalked on it in large let- 
ters. The price ia attached to each desig- 
nated dish: The seaie will average as fo!- 
lows: Soups, * vegetables, miik, pies, pud- 
dings, fruits, tea, coffee, &c., are & cents; 
fish and meats are 10 cents each. The foo 
is-cooked by wholesale ina Jarge kitchen on 
the top floor of the building, and Is sent 
down on dumbwaiters to the serving room, 
which is bacik of a glass partition at one 
end of the dining room. In the serving 
room the foed ts kept hot and is passed 
out to the guests, who keep the twenty- 
three tables fuil from 11:30 A. M. until & 
P.M. Luncheon is also served from 7 until 9 
P.M. No fancy dishes are served; every- 
thing is plain, but good and substantial. 
On every. table may be found a number of 
printed slips, with the name of each dish 
thereon. As each employe is through with 
his or her dinner, it is customary to mark a 
slip with the price of each dish that has 
been eaten, adding the name of the diner 
at the bottom. On pay dav ehch employe 
will find in his envelope:the slips he has 
filled up during the week. They are placed 
there in leu of the money which has been 
deducted in payment for the meals eaten 
during the preceding week. It is left entire- 
iy to the honesty of the employe to place the 
right amount on the slips. f 

e Chase National Bank has its dining 
room in the basement of the Clearing House 
Building. .The officers of the bank have 
one dining room, the clerks have another. 
Bv hing- here is free'to the employes of 
the bank. The dinner served jis substantial 
ene well cooked. The menu would be ra eh 
alent to what would be charged $1 for in a 
first-class ‘restaurant. The food here is 
prowsht into. the bank, and wermed. 
Fourth National Bank has even larger 
erg than the Chase National Bank. | 
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The Central Railroad of New-Jersey al- 
jows its eraployes to order a thicty-five-cent 
luncheon in the public restaurant in the Cen- 
tral Building. by paying 15 cents more In 
cash, however, cach employe may _ procure 
a fifty-cent dimaer. The Home Life In- 
surance Company, on Erosdway, has & 
very pretty dining room, although the tood 
served {s not cooked on the premises. The 
Merchants’ National Bank also has a well- 
equipped culinary department. In fact, res- 
taurants or dining rooms operated by large 
corporations are not uncommon in New- 
York City, and the practice is growing 
every day. Certainly it is a boon to jaded 
employes.

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FRANCE PREFERS HOME PRODUCTS, 
Dificulty of 
Goods into That Country. 


Introdacing Anacrican 


Concerning the method of introducing 
American goods into France, Claude M. 
Thomas, United States Consul at Marseilles, 
says that “in France other things must 
be taken into consideration than the funda- 
mental principle, successful elsewhere, of 
furnishing a better grade of goods and at 
a cheaper price than the home market af- 
The people prefer a home product, 
and in any branch of trade they are ready 
to pry more for it than for a better grade 
of the same article manufactured abroad. 
The dealer is aware of this inclination, and 
it is exceedingly difficult to introduce for- 
elgn goods and maintain a trade for any 
length of time in competition with a similar 
attidle of home manufacture or producton. 
Even when one has succeeded in building 
up a-trade, it:often comes to a speedy and 
abrupt end by exclusion onthe ground of 
alleged discoveries of adultérations or t- 
purities. The representative of the largest 
packing establishment in Chicago recently 
offered, through the proper.authorities, for 
use in the army, admittedly the best canned 
beef in the worid at 18 cents per kilogram. 
The offer was declined, and an order given 
in obedience to a recent law for French 
canned beef, admittedly, if not the worst 
in the world, at least not equal to the best, 
at 63 cents ee. kilogram. ‘This incident {s 
typical of the difficulties which our mer- 
chants and manufacturers must expect to 
encounter in introducing their g s into 
thie market, whether the product is lin- 
mond oll or any other species of merchan- 

se. 

* Leavi: these considerations aside,’’ he 
says, “it is more than useless to write to 
a French merchant tn English, quoting him 
certain es of a particular sort of mer- 
chandise at so much per pound or gallon 
or yard, and then add some trade abbrevia- 
tion, such asf.

Since this assertion was made a storm of 
protests has arisen on all sides, and, in- 
stead of pacifying the apprehensions of the 
public that the country is on the eve of 
& grave Ministerial crisis, the declaration 
of the official organ has intensified them. 
Why, it is asked everywhere, did the Reichs- 
anzeiger issue such a statement, and by 
whom was its publication authorized? With- 
in the official circle it is not known by any- 
body that the publication of the declara- 
tion was assented to by Prince Hohenlohe, 
the impertal Chaneellor, or by any other 
member of the Ministry. If Gen. von 
Hahnke, the Chief of the Military Cab- 
inet, obtained the sanction of the Emperor 
hus to make use of the official gazette, it 
is argued thet the Military Cabinet has ob- 
tained control of functions which have been 
hitherto held exclusively by the Crown and 
the Ministers. Rarely, indeed, have the 
press heen so unanimous upon any subject 
as they have been in denouncing the ex- 
planation’ made by the Reichsanzeiger of 
the reasons actuating Gen. Schellendorf in 
tendering his resignation to the Emperor, 
and in their expressions of opinion as to 
what it may portend. 

The Cologne Gazette, in a strong article 
commenting upon the Ministerial situation 
expresses hope that the crisis will result 
in a modification of the rdle which the 
Mmperor’s military Cabinet has been per- 
mitted to play. ‘“ Hitherto,” the Gazeite 
says, “‘this Cabinet has been direct- 
jy dependent upon the Minister of War. 
Now 2a mere wheel in the administration 
becomes independent and finally dominates 
the Minisier. Against constitutional prin- 
ciple it acts behind the Ministry, yet it is 
without responr'bijity.” 

When the Cologne Gazette speaks In this 
it ls not surprising that the Frei- 
sinnige Zeltung, the organ of Herr Richter 
and his Radical colleagues in the Reichs- 
tag, announces that the country Is on the 
eve of a grave constitutional battle, which 
will be fought first in the arena of the 
Reichstag. where the Kaiser wlll be called 
to account for this: and other 
public iaw.

Yet the newspapers 
entirely overlook the fact that the chief 
of the Federal] States can tinteret 
check the action of the Emperor if 
Majesty shall be found to be attempting 
any radical injury to the Constitution.

CONSIDERS THE OUTLOOK BRIGHT. 


Henry Siegel Talks of What His Com- 
pany Hopes to Do. 


Henry Siegel of the Sjegel-Cooper Com- 
Pany has been interviewed by a reporter 
for The Dry Goods Chronicle on the pros- 
pects of success in the new dry goods store 
which his firm has erected on Sixth Ave- 
nue between LHighteenth and Nineteenth 
Streets.

MORE TROUBLE IN THE EAST. 


Disquieting News from Syria—Bloody 


Battle with the Turks, 


The editor of the Kawkab America, the 
organ of the Syrians in this country, has 
received very disquieting news from Syria 
in regard to the Druse revolution in the 
Lebanon and the Hauran. Business all over 
Syria is almost ata standstill In conse- 
quence, and a period disquiet 
throughout the land. The rebellious Druses, 
have always been a warlike people, 
have given evidences of superior tactics 
and fighting qualities over the Turkish 
troops, whom they routed in a recent fight 
in the Hauran. The Druses knew that 
great pSverty prevailed among the Turk- 
ish troops, who have not been paid for a 
long time, and they took advantage of this 
and bought a number of Turkish uniforms 
from soldiers and officers, and dressed sev- 
eral of thelr own mec in them and sent 
them as spies into the Turkish camp. These 
spies did not find any difficulty in ascer- 
taining the exact position of the troops 
and their habits. 

Having accomplished 
to their own people, 
Druses marched out to attack the troops. 
A bioody battle fol‘owed that lasted five 
hours, in which the Turks were completely 
routed. The Druses captured a large quan- 
tity of arms and ammunition and several 
cannon. They took special pains to capt- 
ure the gunners alive, and then they com- 
pelled them at the sword’s point to turn 
the guns on their fleeing comrades. The 
losses of the ‘Turks were set down at severa 
thousands, and the remainder of the army 
became completely demoralized. The Turk- 
ish Mushir or General sent out an urgent 
appeal for more troops, but his request 
was not complied with. 

iNews came from the rebels’ camp that 
they would soon make an attack upon Da- 
mascus, ‘and that city was consequently 
thrown into a panic... The Governor General 
called upon the citizens to raise volunteers 
for the defense of the city and outlying 
villages, and both Mohammedans and Chris- 
tions responded. They were armed and

To keep most of the Turkish soldiers in 
Beyrout the Druses are said to. have. re- 
sorted to a trick to inflame the Mohamme- 
dan population against the Christians. They 
sre alleged to. have posted on the walls 
of the streets during the night placards 
purporting to have been written by Chris- 
tions insulting the Mohammedans. The 
Druses are said to have calculated that 
these placards would cause the Mohamme- 
dans to threaten a massacre of Christians, 
and that the troops would consequently 
have to be kept in Beyrout to prevent col- 
Msions between Mohammedans and Chris. 
tians. 

The letters further say that the chief of 
the Bedouins in the Hauran district asked 
the Turkish General to give him rifles to 
arm his men, and promised to assist the 
Turkish Government by attacking the re- 
bellious Druses. The General, however, sus- 
pected that there was a secret league be- 
tween the Druses and the Bedouins, and 
that the latter wanted to use the rifles 
against the trocps, and refused the chief's 
request.

When he and his party arrived at South 
ampton they immediately went on board 
the steamer St. Louis, which became the 
scene of a gathering of the most genial 
sharacter.

Louis was converted into a gpeat rec eption 
hall and the Chinese Ambassador held a 
levee which lasted, some: tim Indeed it is 
not within recollection that any visitor to 
England bas received so grand a “send 
off." The Mayor of Southampton, United 
States Consul Kinkead and the other Con 
suls stationed at Southampton, and the local 
dignitaries made farewell speeches, all of 
which were addressed directly to the Chi- 
statesman, and as the steamer was 
léaving her dock the Ambassador and his 
party were cheered by thousands of peo- 
ple who had gathered on the wharf to bid 
good-bye to the visitors.

“Up, Jenkins ” a Popular Game in the 
Summer Haronts of City Folks. 


TO PLAY. 


What to play in the parlor of a Summer 
cottage or boarding house, where old and 
young, bright and stupid, card lovers and 
ecard haters, with the rest of the contra- 
dictory flotsam and jetsam Indigenous to 
these places, abide, is often a problem to 
the hostess or the leading spirit sure to be 
developed in such atmosphere.

Logical se- 
quence would be entirely out of in an 
edition of this inspired German lunatic, who 
threw logic to tae winds ia all his writings. 
Zarathustra hes been known to the world 
through the Greek form of his name, 
roaster, but this work bears no other re- 
lation than the identification of its protag- 
onist with the Persian prophet to the 
Avestas. The translator explains that the 
scene js laid outside of time and space, 
outside of countries and nations, apart from 
the struggle for existence. It is, he finds, 
something like the Tripitaka, the Three 
Baskets of Buddhism, the Gospels, Piers 
Plowman, and Pilgrim’s Progress, but yet 
unlike them all in its creed. 

Nietzsche had made some studies in 
Oriental religions after Max Mulier had 
opened the way to the study of them, but 
none of the Persian traditions are incor- 
porated In this account of the wanderings, 
sermons, and parables of Zarathustra, who 
livea as a hermit on a mountain, and had 
disciples, and preached the gospel of the be- 
yondman, (Cebermensch,) who is the only 
god, 

Whe work is {in four parts. -n2 was written 
in various pertc2: vt feverish activity be- 
tween ass’ and 1892. Even in the English 
translation it is not devold of Mterary 
beauty, and Mr. Tille, who has performed 
the work of translation with excellent dis- 
cretion and great labor, makes this claim 
for the original German: 

He makes the freest use of traditional 
wisdom, of proverbs and sayings of poets 
and philosophers that can easily be traced 
to their oie souree, partly by repeating 
them but slightly altered, partly by trans- 
forming them considerably, partly by turn- 
ing them into their contrary, or even Into 
more than that by giving them a new point 
altogether, while keeping nine-tenths of 
their old form, And this close connection 
with the wisdom of the century gives a 
person who is well read in German Ilter- 
ature of the present century quite a pe- 
culiar pleasure in reading the book, 

So there is one pleasure to be derived 
from “ Thus Spake Zarathustra,” and prob- 
ably others might be found by a person of 
ample leisure. We should soberly hesitate 
before condemning this work of Nietzsche 
as triviel and wordy, but, nevertheless, we 
much prefer “ Pilgrim’s Progress,” and 
even ‘ Peer Gynt.”

There ig no set 
rales, as to the length of the golf course, 
for no two Are exactly alike. About eight- 
een holes are considered to be a maximuT 
and six the minimum, but the length of the 
course may be from two to three and three- 
quarter miles, and the shape of the golf 
link: in many directions, all but the 
Straight one. If you are a good play- 
er, Six clubs will suffice, say, the driver, 
the brassy, the cleek, iron, putter, and a 
mashie or niblick, but the number of golf 
implements seems to increase in mathe- 
matical progression if you are a poor play- 
er, and even then with your bulger or 
bafty or spoon, you would make nothing 
but “ feozles’”’ out of the ball. Mr. Park dis- 
cusses the merits of the “ putty ’’ and the 
“gutty” balls. The first is a golf ball 
made out of some kind of elastic composi- 
tion, while the “‘ gutty " is fashioned out of 
Suita percha, 

The author says about the long strokes 
at golf that it ts a very extraordinary per- 
formance to drive a ball 200 yards, and far 
above the average. Fro “170 to 180 may 
be considered first class, and anything over 
150 yards is fairly good.” Bxplaining what 
Should constitute the good points of the 
esguire of the knight, the caddie holding 
about that relationship to the golfer, Mr. 
Park shows his discriminating powers. 
The: caddie knows the clubs, and shoulda 
at once have ready buiger or niblick, as the 
situation requires. He is not then simply a 
beast of burden, employed only for car rying 
a bag of clubs; he is the “ fidus Achetes,” 
the familiar, and through his advice games 
are won. To hecome a first-class golf play- 
er, if physical strength is somewhat of a 
necessity, brains go for a great deal, for 
golf is science. It looks so easy and yet is 
so difficult.

Tha object of the yolumes published for 
the use of the Chautauqua Reading Circle 
is to give the elements of new topics for 
Study, and in writing them to eliminate 
overtechnicality. The director of the Cham- 
berlin Obseryvsiory of the University 
of Denver has thus in the work under no- 
tice presented the study of the sky in a 
most engaging manner, and in just such a 
way as to make the young reader curious 
that he may later prosecute further 
researches. It is to the many inspiring ob- 
jects in the heavens that is 
devoted, 

The bdistorical development of astronomy 
is glven, then there is an explanation of 
the apparent daily motion of the heavens, 
and next follows a brief study of the chief 
constellations. You have, too, an intro- 
duction to an astronomer, and his instru- 
reents of preelsion are described. 

‘Many and wearisome have been the steps 
by which astronomers of centuries. past 
and present ”’ acquired thelr knowl- 
edge. Step by has the long ladder 
been. climbed, whose ‘* base rests on the 
earth, and whose summit {s now ta be 
found among the star clouds of the Milky 
Way.” The earliest allusions to astronom- 
feal occurrences are unquestionably of Ar- 
yan origin. Jf Herodotus is to be credited. 
the Egyptians made observations for 11,340 
years. Their festivals were reguijated by the 
movements of certain stars, and when these 
are stated, or precised on inscriptions, we 
hark back by astronomical observations in 
189§ to. events which occurred 4,000 or 5,000 
years ago, The Chinese claim to have 
the originators of astronomy, and declare 
that the Emperor Hoang-Ti built an ob- 
servatory forty-five centuries ago. We are 
positive to-day that the Babylonians and 
Chalécsaus studied the motions of the stars, 
for to thera the planets had a religious 
significance. It is to Greece that modern 
astronomy owes its greatest debt. Plato, 
Eudoxus, Archimedes, Aristotle, Pythag- 
oras studied celestial movements and con- 
structed theories. The old influence of 
Aristotle, who placed the world as an im- 
movable centre, remained persistent for a 
thousand years and more, until the time 
of Copernicus, 

In the second eentury B. C. came,Bippar- 
chus. ‘‘He was a genius of the highest 
order,” and not alone en accurate observ- 
er, biit 2 profound mathematician. He made 
the first catalogue of stars. After him 
came Ptolemy; and he was the orthodox 
astronomer for the next fourteen centu- 
ries. Then the study declined, and was 
dead until the Arabians brought it to life 
again in the seventh century. The lamp of 
learning lit by the Moors in Spain burned 
brighter when Alphonso X., King of Leon 
and Castile, seized it. Surnamed both the 
Wise and the Astronomer, he published 
the Alphonsine tables. The Ptolemaic sys- 
tem was still adhered to until ‘Nicholas 
Copernicus broke with the ald theory. 

True modern estronomy begins with 
Copernicus's “De Revolutionibus Orb!um 
Coelegtium,” which is the Magna Charta of 
our present science. Then came Tycho 
Brahé; and next Johan Kepler, and to Kep- 
ler are due three great laws, as porent 
to-day as in the beginning of the seven- 
teenth century. Galileo came after, and it 
was Galileo who utterly confounded the 
Aristotelians. If Copernicus. showed that 
the sun was the centre, and around it re- 
yolved the planets, it was Kepler who 
discovered the main iaws. If Gatileo had, 
by means of the tejescope, shown the oon- 
figuration of the heavens, it was Newton's 
crow achievement to explain that the 
same fo which’ draws an. apple to the 
earth *‘ controls the motion of the moon 
and binds the planets to the sun,” By the 
law of gravity, the entire mechanism of 
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the tre ; 
. The wreck and fuln of the 
heavens belonged to the past, for now came 
the era of celestial order, La Grange, La 
Place, Herschel, proved that, while the plan- 
ets might alter their course, these disturb- 
ances were within narrow limits, and that 
most of them were explainable, and that, 
therefore, the system of planetary worlds 
was stable. 

Now, what is a fixed star? Mr. Howe 
gives it this definition: ‘‘‘The fixsd stars, 
or, more simply, the stars, are those brill- 
iant points of Nght which stud the heavens, 
remaining im the same relative position 
from year to year and from century to 
century, as nearly as the eye can judge.” 
If an Assyrian, thousands of years ago, 
had indicated on a clay tablet the position 
of the stars of the Great Dipper, we should 
recognize them to-day. These fixed stars 
are, however, suns, and at such enormous 
distances from us that they have apparent- 
ly no motion. 

The planets seem to us like fixed stars, 
but they do not twinkle. Some of them, as 
Jupiter and Venus, are even apparently 
brighter to our eyes than any of the fixed 
stars, They are nearer to our earth, the 
most distant being some 3,000,000,000 miles. 
In plain and simple manner the author ex- 
plains ~what are the nebulae, the comets, 
and’ meteors. 3 

When man first observed the stars, he 
haturally grouped them and allowed his 
fancy full scope. He took a menagerie at 
times, or used names of animals or char- 
acters borrowed from his mythology. 
Sometimes the names were changed. The 
Dipper to the Greek was the Chariot, and 
the conceit survives in, England. where it 
is still called King Charles’s Wain. In 
the time of the Venerable Beade that 
worthy wanted to Christianize the heav- 
ens. One cannot but smile at the ayristo- 
ctatic astronomer, Weigel of Jena, who 
proposed that a series of heraldic constella- 
tions be formed, the zodiac to be. composed 
of the twelve foremost families of Europe. 
The Jena profossor might have been a sci- 
entist, but was unquestionably e snob. 

Ag to the astronomer himself, Mr. Howe's 
description of hiur is excellent. Sometimes 
the public entertains very original ideas as 
to his make-up. “Is he the long-haired 
man who satands upon the street corner 
and sells a peep through his telescope at 
10 cents?’’ What he really is differs with 
his temperament. We must possess great 
control, and, above all, have the power of 
self-concentration. Necessarily he must be 
highly educated, cosmical in fact, and a 
thorough linguist, able to read German, 
French, and Italian. An astronomer ig- 
norant of Latin or Greek would never do. 
One thing he always bears in raind is the 
value of time. All of an astronomer’s time 
save when he sleeps or feeds is devoted to 
his work. He has no leisure. The volume 
of work is immense, as enciess as is the 
panorama of the heavens which unfolds it- 
self before him. He must be dogged 
his work. Often he is absentminded, and 
so Newton using a young lady’s finger for 
a tobacco packer is not impossible His 
whole mind and « ul are occuried with the 
particular work before him. Hie always is 
on the lookour for a possible error discov- 
erable in the machine he is working with 
or in himself. He must net be confused, 
no matter how intricate be the calcula- 
tions he is plunging into. He is lost 
the fear of a blunder predominates him. 
He fs always testing, however, himself and 
trying to find out how or why he may err. 
He has to be very brave, and to rely upon 
himself, and though what he thinks he has 
proved is in opposition to conceived 
ideas, he may say: ** This result is right, 
because I have worked it out with care and 
know what I am about.” He niust he the 
soberest of his kind. To a man with a 
shaky hand or a bleary eye the secrets of 
heaven are forever withheld. Th may 
be show days in’ observatories, then 
the astronomer is usually somewhere 
or would like to he. 

The student will find the chapter on the 
telescope full of interest, and not Jess so 
is the “‘astronomer’s workshop and some 
of his tools,’’ he prop- 
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The difficulttes of th 
er foundations for am observatory are careé- 
fully explained. In working the machinery, 
say the tons of metal in the great Yerkes 
telescope, it is the electric motor which 
acts. The astronomer presses the button. 
The motor fulfills his mission. 

Time, regarded from an astronomer’s 
point of view, Mr. Howe discusses. ‘* Thirty 
seconds late,”’ because your watch or your 
host's clock ig slow, leaves you at the depot 
until the next ‘train starts for Fran- 
cisco, and your marriage is postponed. 
But if a trusted chronometer has gone 
wrong, your ship, striking against a rock, 
founders. Scientists dispute im an ob- 
servatory about tenths, bundredths of sec- 
onda, and much less than that. If the 
mechanism which keeps the time blunders, 
one who observes is prone to make 
errors, and what Is go often called “ the 
personal equation” must be taken into 
account. A star crosses the cobweb in the 
telescope and then the time must be taken 
from the chronometer. Very few people 
can do this with accuracy. Tests which 

ave been made demonstrate that ‘the 
average observer is between one and two 
tenths of a second behind time. 

When the special luminar'es are described, 
as the sun, the author is most interesting. 
The sun is distant from the earth 93,000,- 
000 miles. if the earth were to roll over 
a smooth road at its present rate of speed 
it would take ten years for it to reach the 
sun, The fast express, running fifty miles 
an hour for twe centuries, might get to the 
pun. The diameter of the sun is, according to 
recent computation, 886,500 miles, 110 times 
greater than the earth, and it is. therefore 
1,300,000 times as large az the earth. 

Much was written a few years ago about 
sun spots and their effects. Schwabe, who 
studied sum spots for forty years, found 
that they had a periodictty of about eleven 
years.: As to the effects on the weather, 
investigations are conflicting. It is the 
subject of the maintenance of the sun's 
heat which is the great problem. How can 
it retain its heat? The meteoric theory, 
the impinging of constant bodies Im the 
sun, the change of motion into heat, has 
not as many advocates to-day as in the 
past. Our author seems to be inclined 
to favor the idea of shrinkage, but that, 
teo, is open to question. The moon—is it 
a chunk of our earth slung out into 
space, and still yielding to the powers of 
our attraction? Quien sabe? Has it an 
atmosphere? We are all pretty well agreed 
that it has not. 

We are getting to be curious in. regard 
to Mars. Is that a planet inhabited where 
water is searce? Is irrigation carried on 
there by means of the Sehiapareili cauals, 
the water being taken from the poles? Is 
there a paternal Government in Mars, or are 
the canals under public or private man- 
agement? : 

You may see with your eyes of a fair

night not far from 2,000 stars. With a 


spyglass you may find some thousands 
more, with the large telescope millions of 
stars. As to the distance of some of them, 
the human mind can scarcely comprehend 
that so far as our present knowledge goes, 
there is a star 25,000,000,000,000 miles away 


frora us. 

The author tells us of ihe new aid to 
astronomy, which is photography. Here 
again, as the sensitive film takes the light 
of the stars, and they are printed, we poor 
creatures may count them, but that is ail.

When Louis Becke's first book, ' By Reet 
and Palm,” made its appearagce, all the 
eritics decided that the stories about the 
South Sea Islands which it contained were 
g00d ones, while a few, more enthusiastic, 
declared that the tales were altogether out 
of the common, and with difficulty refrained 
from linking-at once the name of their 
author with that of Stevenson. These im- 
pulsive persons were rather disappointed 
as time went on, to see that the reading 
publie did not become at all excited over 
Mr. Becke’s work, but they were in a meas- 
ure reconciled'by the fact that the book had 
a rea! though quiet. success. Since tren 
the antipodean writer has published “A 
First “leet Family’’ and “ The Ebbing of 
the Tide,” and he is now recognized every- 
where as a man of unusual talent, 
sessed of unusual and Intensely interesting 
information, and destined to make for him- 
self a permanent place in literature. 

Mr: Becke fis now in London, and has 
been talking to representative of The 
Daily Chronicle, to whom he told the now 
familiar outline of his early life as a super- 
cargo und trader in Polynesia and Micro- 
nesia, and his subsequent jcvroalistic work 
in Australia. Most of his storles, it scems, 
are almost exact reflections of real hap- 
penings, though two of those in “ The Ebb- 
ing of the Tide”’ aredeeply embrotdered with 
fiction. “I have only just skimmed 
places as yei,’’ said he. “ but. as I am re- 
turning to my old vocation I shall in .thé 
future go thoroughly into their traditions 
and folklore. Pembroke was always 
urging’ me to continuous novel of 
adventure in which I should embody as 
much South Sea folklore as I possibly 
could. Of course the great authority in that 
line is Sir George Grey.’ 

Then Mr. Becke taiked 
aries, and illustrated the curious unantmity 
with which men of the artistic tempera- 
mient protest against the changes fin native 
life and customs which the missionaries 
always bring about.

This agrees 
admirably with the common and well-ad-- 
vised report of the brothers, showing, as 
tt does, the hot, resentful temper of the 
one and the milder nature of the othér. 
“ Gilbert,” said Dr. Mackenzie, “ was frank, 
modest, well informed, and commranicat- 
ive. The poet seemed distant suspicious, 
and without any wish to interest or fo 
please. He kept himself very adlent In-a
